Plan Made to 
Unify Common 
of Army, Navy

Washington, Aug. 4 —(UP) — Se- 


cretary of Defense James Forres- 
tnl has under consideration a plan 
for 
a sweeping reorganization of 


the armed forces to provide anificd 
command of land, sea 
and 
air 


forces in and around the continen- 
tal United States, service sources 
said today. 
The plan has been worked out 


bv the joint chiefs of staff. It pro- 
vides for a single commander with 
a staff of army, navy and air of- 
ficers 
directly 
under 
the 
joint 


chiefs who would command the de- 
fense of the nation's borders. 


It would provide for dividing the 


nation into strategic areas, each ol 
which would have its own single 
commander over all three forces. 
This single command woud relate 
to actual combat maneuvers, not to 
such problems as supply and ad- 
r.ininti alion. 
Forrcstal could put such a plan 
nto effect through executive or- 
der with 
congressional 
approval, 


military authorities believe. 


There is already a similar plan 


i effect in all overseas areas. For 


jxnmple Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
commands all three services in the 
far east and Maj. Gen. H. A. Craig 
all those in Alaska. 
Under this new organization the 


strategic air command would prob- 
ably remain in separate force for 
long-range blows at an enemy with 
atomic bombs. In the continental

States 
each 
commander, 


would be responsible for the uni- 
licd planning of defense and. in 
case ol emergency the conduct of 
oncrations. The plan

It pro- 
vides for a single commander with 
a staff of army, navy and air of-

It would provide for dividing the 


nation into strategic areas, each ol 
which would have its own single 
commander over all three forces. 
This single command woud relate 
to actual combat maneuvers, not to 
such problems as supply and ad- 
r.ininti alion. 
Forrcstal could put such a plan 
nto effect through executive or- 
der with 
congressional 
approval,

i effect in all overseas areas. For

Plan Made to 
Unify Common

It pro- 
vides for a single commander with 
a staff of army, navy and air of- 
ficers

It would provide for dividing the 


nation into strategic areas, each ol 
which would have its own single 
commander over all three forces. 
This single command woud relate 
to actual combat maneuvers, not to 
such problems as supply and ad- 
r.ininti alion. 
Forrcstal could put such a plan 
nto effect through executive or- 
der with 
congressional 
approval,

There is already a similar plan 


i effect in all overseas areas. For

Plan Made to 
Unify Common 
of Army, Navy

Washington, Aug. 4 —(UP) — Se- 


cretary of Defense James Forres- 
tnl has under consideration a plan 
for 
a sweeping reorganization of 


the armed forces to provide anificd 
command of land, sea 
and 
air 


forces in and around the continen- 
tal United States, service sources 
said today. 
The plan has been worked out 


bv the joint chiefs of staff. It pro- 
vides for a single commander with 
a staff of army, navy and air of- 
ficers 
directly 
under 
the 
joint 


chiefs who would command the de- 
fense of the nation's borders. 


It would provide for dividing the 


nation into strategic areas, each ol 
which would have its own single 
commander over all three forces. 
This single command woud relate 
to actual combat maneuvers, not to 
such problems as supply and ad- 
r.ininti alion. 
Forrcstal could put such a plan 
nto effect through executive or- 
der with 
congressional 
approval, 


military authorities believe. 


There is already a similar plan 


i effect in all overseas areas. For 


jxnmple Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
commands all three services in the 
far east and Maj. Gen. H. A. Craig 
all those in Alaska. 
Under this new organization the 


strategic air command would prob- 
ably remain in separate force for 
long-range blows at an enemy with 
atomic bombs. In the continental 
United 
States 
each 
commander, 


would be responsible for the uni- 
licd planning of defense and. in 
case ol emergency the conduct of 
oncrations. The plan 
would 
not 


change the day-to-day administra- 
tive activities of each service.

Plan Made to 
Unify Common 
of Army, Navy

Washington, Aug. 4 —(UP) — Se- 


cretary of Defense James Forres- 
tnl has under consideration a plan 
for 
a sweeping reorganization of 


the armed forces to provide anificd 
command of land, sea 
and 
air 


forces in and around the continen- 
tal United States, service sources 
said today. 
The plan has been worked out 


bv the joint chiefs of staff. It pro- 
vides for a single commander with 
a staff of army, navy and air of- 
ficers 
directly 
under 
the 
joint 


chiefs who would command the de- 
fense of the nation's borders. 


It would provide for dividing the 


nation into strategic areas, each ol 
which would have its own single 
commander over all three forces. 
This single command woud relate 
to actual combat maneuvers, not to 
such problems as supply and ad- 
r.ininti alion. 
Forrcstal could put such a plan 
nto effect through executive or- 
der with 
congressional 
approval, 


military authorities believe. 


There is already a similar plan 


i effect in all overseas areas. For 


jxnmple Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
commands all three services in the 
far east and Maj. Gen. H. A. Craig 
all those in Alaska. 
Under this new organization the 


strategic air command would prob- 
ably remain in separate force for 
long-range blows at an enemy with 
atomic bombs. In the continental

States 
each 
commander, 


would be responsible for the uni- 
licd planning of defense and. in 
case ol emergency the conduct of 
oncrations.

Little Rock, Aug. 0 — (/P)— De- 
spite Governor Laney's assurance 
that "every dime appropriated for 
the Benton unit (of the State Hos- 
pital) will be spent there," a dele- 
gation of Saline county citizens yes- 
terday declined lo withdraw their 
objections to creation of a

medical center on the grounds of 
the State Hospital's Little • Rock 
unit. 


The grojp conferred with

governor yesterday afternoon

Sen. Ernest Maner, Hot 
Springs, 


spokesman for the delegation, said 
after the meeting that: 


"If the hospital board would pro- 


ceed at once with plans for con- 
struction specified at Benton under 
the 1947 act, assure us that the tu- 
berculosis sanatorium 
would 
be 


constructed there of federal match- 
ing money to which the Benton unit 
is entitled, we'd withdraw our ob- 
jections." 


The state medical center plan, to 


which boards of the University of 
Arkansas and the Slate 
Hospital 


have agreed "in principle," 
calls 


lor location of the university med- 
ical school, a memorial 
hospital 


authorized by-the 1947 legislature, 
and the $8,000,000 Veterans Admin- 
istration hospital on the Little Rock 
State Hospital grounds. 


Sen. Maner sought assurance that 


a State Hospital tuberculosis sana- 
torium, for which the 1947 legisla- 
ture made appropriation, would be 
contructed at Benton. He 
argued 


that wording of 
the 
emergency 


clause of the appropriation act di- 
rected its construction at Benton. 


The governor took issue with that 
argument, stating that the body of 
the act — No. 200 — left selection 
of the site to the hospital board. 


The Saline county delegation also 
expressed fear that the 
medical 


center plan contemplated use of 
federal 
hospital matching 
funds 


"to which Benton is entitled" in 
construction of the medical center. 


The governor scoffed at reports 


of $1,000,000 of federal 
matching 


funds, which were brought into the 
discussion. 


He said no one knew how much 
federal hospital money would be 
available for Arkansas 
and 
de- 


clared there would never be enough 
to give any one institution $1,000,- 
000 in any year. He also pointed 
out that the stale health 
depart- 
ment had 
been 
designated 
the 


agency to parcel out any federal 
hospital funds that became avail- 
able. 


The governor also repeated that 


the Veterans Administration, which 
present plans to build Us hospital 
on an East Roosevelt Road

here, had not been invited yet to 
join in the medical center, and that 
it would not be as long as there is 
controversy. "If we can't all agree, 
we'll just give up the idea and try 
to struggle along the best we can," 
ho said.

loan, originally expected to 
last 


until 1950. 


Attlee said the American 
loan 


would be exhausted by the end of 
the year. 


"I would agree that

have been better if we had had a 
greater concentration of effort," he 
said. "Maybe we have tried to do 
too much in a short time." 


The opposition cheered. 
"It may well be that we 'have re- 


laxed controls too soon," the prime

"It is well to bear in mind that 
very great efforts have been made 
by the people of this country.

Attlee stressed what he called a

No Known Remedy 


After the spinal cord and brain 


heal, the extent of permanent da- 
mage varies with tne number of 
nerve cells whicn have been per- 
manently destroyed. There is no 
known remedy which will prevent 
infantile paralysis, shorten 
the 


course or iessen the immediate cum 
plications. 


Fatality rates vary in different 


outbreaks. Although infantile para- 
lysis ranks well upwn on the list 
of serious diseases in childhood, pa- 
rents tear it more than any ututr 
disease.

sened some of tne public concern 
over the prospect 
of permanent

. Little Rock, Aug. 0 — (/P)— De- 
spite Governor Laney's assurance 
that "every dime appropriated for 
the Benton unit (of the State Hos- 
pital) will be spent there," a dele- 
gation of Saline county citizens yes- 
terday declined lo withdraw their 
objections to creation of a 
state 


medical center on the grounds of 
the State Hospital's Little • Rock 
unit. 


The grojp conferred with 
the 


governor yesterday afternoon 
and 


Sen. Ernest Maner, Hot 
Springs, 


spokesman for the delegation, said 
after the meeting that: 


"If the hospital board would pro- 


ceed at once with plans for con- 
struction specified at Benton under 
the 1947 act, assure us that the tu- 
berculosis sanatorium 
would 
be 


constructed there of federal match- 
ing money to which the Benton unit 
is entitled, we'd withdraw our ob- 
jections." 


The state medical center plan, to 


which boards of the University of 
Arkansas and the Slate 
Hospital 


have agreed "in principle," 
calls 


lor location of the university med- 
ical school, a memorial 
hospital 


authorized by-the 1947 legislature, 
and the $8,000,000 Veterans Admin- 
istration hospital on the Little Rock 
State Hospital grounds. 


Sen. Maner sought assurance that 


a State Hospital tuberculosis sana- 
torium, for which the 1947 legisla- 
ture made appropriation, would be 
contructed at Benton. He 
argued 


that wording of 
the 
emergency 


clause of the appropriation act di- 
rected its construction at Benton. 


The governor took issue with that 
argument, stating that the body of 
the act — No. 200 — left selection 
of the site to the hospital board. 


The Saline county delegation also 
expressed fear that the 
medical 


center plan contemplated use of 
federal 
hospital matching 
funds 


"to which Benton is entitled" in 
construction of the medical center. 


The governor scoffed at reports 


of $1,000,000 of federal 
matching 


funds, which were brought into the 
discussion. 


He said no one knew how much 
federal hospital money would be 
available for Arkansas 
and 
de- 


clared there would never be enough 
to give any one institution $1,000,- 
000 in any year. He also pointed 
out that the stale health 
depart- 
ment had 
been 
designated 
the 


agency to parcel out any federal 
hospital funds that became avail- 
able. 


The governor also repeated that 


the Veterans Administration, which 
present plans to build Us hospital 
on an East Roosevelt Road 
site 


here, had not been invited yet to 
join in the medical center, and that 
it would not be as long as there is 
controversy. "If we can't all agree, 
we'll just give up the idea and try 
to struggle along the best we can," 
ho said. 


Maner also declared after

No Known Remedy 


After the spinal cord and brain 


heal, the extent of permanent da- 
mage varies with tne number of 
nerve cells whicn have been per- 
manently destroyed. There is no 
known remedy which will prevent 
infantile paralysis, shorten 
the 


course or iessen the immediate cum 
plications. 


Fatality rates vary in different 


outbreaks. Although infantile para- 
lysis ranks well upwn on the list 
of serious diseases in childhood, pa- 
rents tear it more than any ututr 
disease. 


Success of modern methods of ca- 


ring for paralyzed muscles has les- 
sened some of tne public concern 
over the prospect 
of permanent 


crippling, 'ihe availability of large 
sums oi money by public and pri-

Little Rock, Aug. 0 — (/P)— De- 
spite Governor Laney's assurance 
that "every dime appropriated for 
the Benton unit (of the State Hos- 
pital) will be spent there," a dele- 
gation of Saline county citizens yes- 
terday declined lo withdraw their 
objections to creation of a

medical center on the grounds of 
the State Hospital's Little • Rock 
unit. 


The grojp conferred with

governor yesterday afternoon

Sen. Ernest Maner, Hot 
Springs, 


spokesman for the delegation, said 
after the meeting that: 


"If the hospital board would pro- 


ceed at once with plans for con- 
struction specified at Benton under 
the 1947 act, assure us that the tu- 
berculosis sanatorium 
would 
be 


constructed there of federal match- 
ing money to which the Benton unit 
is entitled, we'd withdraw our ob- 
jections." 


The state medical center plan, to 


which boards of the University of 
Arkansas and the Slate 
Hospital 


have agreed "in principle," 
calls 


lor location of the university med- 
ical school, a memorial 
hospital 


authorized by-the 1947 legislature, 
and the $8,000,000 Veterans Admin- 
istration hospital on the Little Rock 
State Hospital grounds. 


Sen. Maner sought assurance that 


a State Hospital tuberculosis sana- 
torium, for which the 1947 legisla- 
ture made appropriation, would be 
contructed at Benton. He 
argued 


that wording of 
the 
emergency 


clause of the appropriation act di- 
rected its construction at Benton. 


The governor took issue with that 
argument, stating that the body of 
the act — No. 200 — left selection 
of the site to the hospital board. 


The Saline county delegation also 
expressed fear that the 
medical 


center plan contemplated use of 
federal 
hospital matching 
funds 


"to which Benton is entitled" in 
construction of the medical center. 


The governor scoffed at reports 


of $1,000,000 of federal 
matching 


funds, which were brought into the 
discussion. 


He said no one knew how much 
federal hospital money would be 
available for Arkansas 
and 
de- 


clared there would never be enough 
to give any one institution $1,000,- 
000 in any year. He also pointed 
out that the stale health 
depart- 
ment had 
been 
designated 
the 


agency to parcel out any federal 
hospital funds that became avail- 
able. 


The governor also repeated that 


the Veterans Administration, which 
present plans to build Us hospital 
on an East Roosevelt Road 
site 


here, had not been invited yet to 
join in the medical center, and that 
it would not be as long as there is 
controversy. "If we can't all agree, 
we'll just give up the idea and try 
to struggle along the best we can," 
ho said.

loan, originally expected to 
last 


until 1950. 


Attlee said the American 
loan 


would be exhausted by the end of 
the year. 


"I would agree that

have been better if we had had a 
greater concentration of effort," he 
said. "Maybe we have tried to do 
too much in a short time." 


The opposition cheered. 
"It may well be that we 'have re- 


laxed controls too soon," the prime

"It is well to bear in mind that 
very great efforts have been made 
by the people of this country.

where, conceivably, Russia could 
buy it again at cut-rate prices.

day as officials disclosed private-

blocking the shipments is causing 
an epidemic of headaches in both 
the State and 
Treasury 
depart- 


ments. 


The State Department 
pleaded 


with the lawmakers to let the deal 
go through lest this government 
lay itself open to charges of "fla- 
grant discrimination" and "welsh- 
ing" on its contract with the Rus- 
sians. 


But congress took the position 


that Soviet actions in eastern Eu- 
rope in the last few months need- 
ed some sign of official American 
disapproval. 


The situation goes back to V-J 


day when the United States order- 
ed a halt to the wartime mutual

But while the lend-lease arrange-

All were to be delivered by last 


December 31. 


Because of strikes and other de-

country when the deadline fell. 


Threupon the compotroller gen-

No Known Remedy 


After the spinal cord and brain 


heal, the extent of permanent da- 
mage varies with tne number of 
nerve cells whicn have been per- 
manently destroyed. There is no 
known remedy which will prevent 
infantile paralysis, shorten 
the 


course or iessen the immediate cum 
plications. 


Fatality rates vary in different 


outbreaks. Although infantile para- 
lysis ranks well upwn on the list 
of serious diseases in childhood, pa- 
rents tear it more than any ututr 
disease.

sened some of tne public concern 
over the prospect

Little Rock, Aug. 0 — (/P)— De- 
spite Governor Laney's assurance 
that "every dime appropriated for 
the Benton unit (of the State Hos- 
pital) will be spent there," a dele- 
gation of Saline county citizens yes- 
terday declined lo withdraw their 
objections to creation of a

medical center on the grounds of 
the State Hospital's Little • Rock 
unit. 


The grojp conferred with 
the 


governor yesterday afternoon 
and 


Sen. Ernest Maner, Hot 
Springs, 


spokesman for the delegation, said 
after the meeting that: 


"If the hospital board would pro- 


ceed at once with plans for con- 
struction specified at Benton under 
the 1947 act, assure us that the tu- 
berculosis sanatorium 
would 
be 


constructed there of federal match- 
ing money to which the Benton unit 
is entitled, we'd withdraw our ob- 
jections." 


The state medical center plan, to 


which boards of the University of 
Arkansas and the Slate 
Hospital 


have agreed "in principle," 
calls 


lor location of the university med- 
ical school, a memorial 
hospital 


authorized by-the 1947 legislature, 
and the $8,000,000 Veterans Admin- 
istration hospital on the Little Rock 
State Hospital grounds. 


Sen. Maner sought assurance that 


a State Hospital tuberculosis sana- 
torium, for which the 1947 legisla- 
ture made appropriation, would be 
contructed at Benton. He 
argued 


that wording of 
the 
emergency 


clause of the appropriation act di- 
rected its construction at Benton. 


The governor took issue with that 
argument, stating that the body of 
the act — No. 200 — left selection 
of the site to the hospital board. 


The Saline county delegation also 
expressed fear that the 
medical 


center plan contemplated use of 
federal 
hospital matching 
funds 


"to which Benton is entitled" in 
construction of the medical center. 


The governor scoffed at reports 


of $1,000,000 of federal 
matching 


funds, which were brought into the 
discussion. 


He said no one knew how much 
federal hospital money would be 
available for Arkansas 
and 
de- 


clared there would never be enough 
to give any one institution $1,000,- 
000 in any year. He also pointed 
out that the stale health 
depart- 
ment had 
been 
designated 
the 


agency to parcel out any federal 
hospital funds that became avail- 
able. 


The governor also repeated that 


the Veterans Administration, which 
present plans to build Us hospital 
on an East Roosevelt Road

controversy. "If we can't all agree, 
we'll just give up the idea and try 
to struggle along the best we can," 
ho said.

The 
patient will become more restless 
and uneasy, and then paralysis is 
noted. 


No Known Remedy 


After the spinal cord and brain 


heal, the extent of permanent da- 
mage varies with tne number of 
nerve cells whicn have been per- 
manently destroyed. There is no 
known remedy which will prevent 
infantile paralysis, shorten 
the 


course or iessen the immediate cum 
plications. 


Fatality rates vary in different 


outbreaks. Although infantile para- 
lysis ranks well upwn on the list 
of serious diseases in childhood, pa- 
rents tear it more than any ututr 
disease. 


Success of modern methods of ca- 


ring for paralyzed muscles has les- 
sened some of tne public concern 
over the prospect 
of permanent 


crippling, 'ihe availability of large 
sums oi money by public and pri- 
vate agencies sucn as the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis,

Little Rock, Aug. 0 — (/P)— De- 
spite Governor Laney's assurance 
that "every dime appropriated for 
the Benton unit (of the State Hos- 
pital) will be spent there," a dele- 
gation of Saline county citizens yes- 
terday declined lo withdraw their 
objections to creation of a

medical center on the grounds of 
the State Hospital's Little • Rock 
unit. 


The grojp conferred with

governor yesterday afternoon 
and 


Sen. Ernest Maner, Hot 
Springs, 


spokesman for the delegation, said 
after the meeting that: 


"If the hospital board would pro- 


ceed at once with plans for con- 
struction specified at Benton under 
the 1947 act, assure us that the tu- 
berculosis sanatorium 
would 
be 


constructed there of federal match- 
ing money to which the Benton unit 
is entitled, we'd withdraw our ob- 
jections." 


The state medical center plan, to 


which boards of the University of 
Arkansas and the Slate 
Hospital 


have agreed "in principle," 
calls 


lor location of the university med- 
ical school, a memorial 
hospital 


authorized by-the 1947 legislature, 
and the $8,000,000 Veterans Admin- 
istration hospital on the Little Rock 
State Hospital grounds. 


Sen. Maner sought assurance that 


a State Hospital tuberculosis sana- 
torium, for which the 1947 legisla- 
ture made appropriation, would be 
contructed at Benton. He 
argued 


that wording of 
the 
emergency 


clause of the appropriation act di- 
rected its construction at Benton. 


The governor took issue with that 
argument, stating that the body of 
the act — No. 200 — left selection 
of the site to the hospital board. 


The Saline county delegation also 
expressed fear that the 
medical 


center plan contemplated use of 
federal 
hospital matching 
funds 


"to which Benton is entitled" in 
construction of the medical center. 


The governor scoffed at reports 


of $1,000,000 of federal 
matching 


funds, which were brought into the 
discussion. 


He said no one knew how much 
federal hospital money would be 
available for Arkansas 
and 
de- 


clared there would never be enough 
to give any one institution $1,000,- 
000 in any year. He also pointed 
out that the stale health 
depart- 
ment had 
been 
designated 
the 


agency to parcel out any federal 
hospital funds that became avail- 
able. 


The governor also repeated that 


the Veterans Administration, which 
present plans to build Us hospital 
on an East Roosevelt Road 
site 


here, had not been invited yet to 
join in the medical center, and that 
it would not be as long as there is 
controversy. "If we can't all agree, 
we'll just give up the idea and try 
to struggle along the best we can," 
ho said.

last 


until 1950. 


Attlee said the American 
loan 


would be exhausted by the end of 
the year.

greater concentration of effort," he 
said. "Maybe we have tried to do 
too much in a short time." 


The opposition cheered. 
"It may well be that we 'have re- 


laxed controls too soon," the prime

The State Department 
pleaded 


with the lawmakers to let the deal 
go through lest this government 
lay itself open to charges of "fla- 
grant discrimination" and "welsh- 
ing" on its contract with the Rus- 
sians. 


But congress took the position 


that Soviet actions in eastern Eu- 
rope in the last few months need- 
ed some sign of official American 
disapproval.

Fever may rise 
again, after a temporary lull. The 
patient will become more restless 
and uneasy, and then paralysis is 
noted. 


No Known Remedy 


After the spinal cord and brain 


heal, the extent of permanent da- 
mage varies with tne number of 
nerve cells whicn have been per- 
manently destroyed. There is no 
known remedy which will prevent 
infantile paralysis, shorten 
the 


course or iessen the immediate cum 
plications. 


Fatality rates vary in different 


outbreaks. Although infantile para- 
lysis ranks well upwn on the list 
of serious diseases in childhood, pa- 
rents tear it more than any ututr 
disease. 


Success of modern methods of ca- 


ring for paralyzed muscles has les- 
sened some of tne public concern 
over the prospect 
of permanent 


crippling, 'ihe availability of large 
sums oi money by public and pri- 
vate agencies sucn as the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis, 
which guarantees complete

and rehabilitation for everyone suf- 
fering from infantile paralysis and

Little Rock, Aug. 0 — (/P)— De- 
spite Governor Laney's assurance 
that "every dime appropriated for 
the Benton unit (of the State Hos- 
pital) will be spent there," a dele- 
gation of Saline county citizens yes- 
terday declined lo withdraw their 
objections to creation of a 
state 


medical center on the grounds of 
the State Hospital's Little • Rock 
unit. 


The grojp conferred with 
the 


governor yesterday afternoon 
and 


Sen. Ernest Maner, Hot 
Springs, 


spokesman for the delegation, said 
after the meeting that: 


"If the hospital board would pro- 


ceed at once with plans for con- 
struction specified at Benton under 
the 1947 act, assure us that the tu- 
berculosis sanatorium 
would 
be 


constructed there of federal match- 
ing money to which the Benton unit 
is entitled, we'd withdraw our ob- 
jections." 


The state medical center plan, to 


which boards of the University of 
Arkansas and the Slate 
Hospital 


have agreed "in principle," 
calls 


lor location of the university med- 
ical school, a memorial 
hospital 


authorized by-the 1947 legislature, 
and the $8,000,000 Veterans Admin- 
istration hospital on the Little Rock 
State Hospital grounds. 


Sen. Maner sought assurance that 


a State Hospital tuberculosis sana- 
torium, for which the 1947 legisla- 
ture made appropriation, would be 
contructed at Benton. He 
argued 


that wording of 
the 
emergency 


clause of the appropriation act di- 
rected its construction at Benton. 


The governor took issue with that 
argument, stating that the body of 
the act — No. 200 — left selection 
of the site to the hospital board. 


The Saline county delegation also 
expressed fear that the 
medical 


center plan contemplated use of 
federal 
hospital matching 
funds 


"to which Benton is entitled" in 
construction of the medical center. 


The governor scoffed at reports 


of $1,000,000 of federal 
matching 


funds, which were brought into the 
discussion. 


He said no one knew how much 
federal hospital money would be 
available for Arkansas 
and 
de- 


clared there would never be enough 
to give any one institution $1,000,- 
000 in any year. He also pointed 
out that the stale health 
depart- 
ment had 
been 
designated 
the 


agency to parcel out any federal 
hospital funds that became avail- 
able. 


The governor also repeated that 


the Veterans Administration, which 
present plans to build Us hospital 
on an East Roosevelt Road

here, had not been invited yet to 
join in the medical center, and that 
it would not be as long as there is 
controversy. "If we can't all agree, 
we'll just give up the idea and try 
to struggle along the best we can," 
ho said.

Pain and stiffness in the neck

are to be affected. Fever may rise 
again, after a temporary lull. The 
patient will become more restless 
and uneasy, and then paralysis is 
noted. 


No Known Remedy 


After the spinal cord and brain 


heal, the extent of permanent da- 
mage varies with tne number of 
nerve cells whicn have been per- 
manently destroyed. There is no 
known remedy which will prevent 
infantile paralysis, shorten 
the 


course or iessen the immediate cum 
plications. 


Fatality rates vary in different 


outbreaks. Although infantile para- 
lysis ranks well upwn on the list 
of serious diseases in childhood, pa- 
rents tear it more than any utuer 
disease. 


Success of modern methods of ca- 


ring for paralyzed muscles has les- 
sened some of tne public concern 
over the prospect of permanent 
crippling, 'ihe availability of large 
sums oi money by public and pri- 
vate agencies sucn as the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis, 
which guarantees complete 
caie 


and rehabilitation for everyone suf- 
fering from infantile paralysis and 
its alter 
effects, has completely 


removed poliomyelitis from
